NATIONAL ARMY—WHAT IT MIGHT BE. 


A SIMPLE SOLUTION OF THE ARMY PROBLEM. 
In Two Papers—IlI. 

Tue plan proposed in my previous article is for 
the National Army for any and all pur capa. 
ble of including under trained officers the number 
of trcopsin more than 1,600 regiments of the War 
of the Rebellion. 

The prcocese strength is 20,640 privates of the 
line. If it were desired to increase the Army to 
sixty-five thousand, or less, this could be 
done without the addition of anything but privates 
of the line and the major for each third battalion, 
as the addition would mean, as it should, simply an 
increase in the length of tne line of battle. For an 
increase greater than this, up to  neariy 
200,000 men, another phase of the plan shouid 
be called into being, of which each officer of the 
peace Army is advanced: one grade. From the 
better qualified non-commissioned officers are 
made subalterns, and from the better qual- 
ified privates are made non-commissioned offi- 


cers. _Each company becomes ti com panies, 
each battalion a regiment, each ment a 
brigade, etc. A. still larger army could formed 


from this enlarged force, or from the peace Army, 
by making of each company a regiment, and thus 
throughout any enlarged force should be dispersed 
the special military training in which the nation 
had invested its money. 

There should be no appointments to the perman- 
ent establishment during a period of temporary ex- 
pansion, and thus ordinary casualties would leave a 
sufficient number of vacancies in each grade of the 

rmanent Army to offer as a reward to those who 

ad really distinguished themselves, and whom the 
President might desire thus to recognize. Either 
of the enlarged forces would leave a number of va- 
eancies in the several grades to be filled by the ap- 
pointment of civilians by the President. hile the 
expansible skeleton machinery must ever be main- 
tained, the National Guard of the States, with more 
than 100,000 men and more than 8,000 officers, will 
furnish no inconsiderable part of the material 
with which this skeleton muy be expanded to meet 
any probable smageen. Civilian appointments to 
commissivns should only be made on the recom- 
mendation of a board of officers convened for that 
purpose, and for miltiary reasons oe A As during 
peace promotions should be by seniority, so during 
war promotions should largely be made for merit 
displayed, and brevets should only be conferred 
hon those who had rendered signal service in the 

eld. 


Dnring times of peace no commissions should be 
given in the staff departments (save of medical offi- 
cers and chaplains), except from the line of the 
Army, and no commissions in the line except to 
those who had received a military education, i. ¢., 
only to graduates of the Military Academy, to cer- 
tain young officers of the National Guard, and to 
meritorious and capable non-commissioned officers 
of the Army. 

Eacb member of Congress should be allowed to 
name each year one officer of the National Guard, 
not exceeding 25 years of age, from the whole num- 
ber of whom should be selected 25 competitors for 
10 appointments as 2d lieutenants. To a local board 
at the.station of a non-commissioned officer pro- 

rly recommended might be sent from the War 

partment questions and scope of examination. 
These examination papers should be returned to the 
War Department and there graded. Then from the 
best of the applicants,as thus determined, should 
be selected twice as many as the prospective num 
ber of vacancies for this class. There should be, say 
in connection with the School of Application at 
Leavenworth, a preparatury school for the N. G. 
officers and approved non-com. officers, and at the 
conclusion of each annual course of about six 
months there should be selected for appointments 
to commissions 10 of the N.G. officers and enough 
candidates from the nou-com. officers for the re- 
maining vacancies and for those which would prob- 
ably occur prior to the next annual course. This 
would obviate the necessity of the present second 
class at Leavenworth, and we should be spared the 
humiliating spectacle of officers found deficient in 
the schoolboy studies of this class, 

First eniistments should be fora period of five 

ears, and only of young. men of from 20 to 25 years. 

© married man should be allowed to enlist or reen- 
list, and no enlisted man should be allowed to marry. 
The purchase of his discharge by any enlisted man 
should be allowed, under such regulations as may 
be prepared by the War Department, because con- 
ditions may and do arise which make it almoet an 
unnecessary hardship to hold the enlisted man to 
the full term for which he enlisted. He should 





then be allowed to terminate the contract of enlist- 
ment on reimbursing the Government for the ex- 
pense incurred. No private soldier should be re- 
enlisted; non-commissioned officers, however, should 
be alluwed to re enlist from time to time for periods 
of not more than two years, but only a bg com- 
manding officer of the organization in which they 
bad served. 

Then, indeed, would the nation receive a proper 
return for the ava | invested in military training 
and che Army would become an American one. The 

oung man whose first yearsof manhood were spent 

n the wholesome discipline of the Service would be 

the better for it. To these the brief service would 
be a partial school, where morethan the great value 
of discipline is taught, and from which they would 
graduate into and become tbe leaven of the Na- 
tional Guard, where they would find enough to 
awaken their memories of army life, ani where they 
would — by the experience gained in the cadet 
corps of the nation’s vanguard, experieace which 
would make of them better citizens in any walk of 
life, and it would not be necessary to brand or tat- 
too them to facilitate their recognition after deser- 
tion. It might also be managed very easily that 
each company should, onze in three years, proceed 
to their Congressional districts to take part in the 
annual encampment of the N. G, and thus foster 
the closer relations which should exist between the 
National Army and this greater body, its reserve. 

Any officer who was actually engaged as officer or 
enlisted man in the service of the United S:ates dur- 
ing the War of the Rebellion, should now, 25 years 
later, be allowed to retire if he should elect to do 
so, and all retirements, except for disability in- 
curred in the line of duty, should be on a s2parate 
retired lst, when a disability retired list of 400 
would be sufficient to replace the large number of 
officers, now reported as non-effective, by effective 
men, and maintain the Army in a bigh state of effi- 
ciency. The last Army Register shows that there 
were officers retired for various disabilities, and 
that 164 of these were captains. Of the 430 line cap- 
tains, 370 saw service during the War of the Rebel- 
lion, and the same Register shows 97 lieutenants 
having credit for similar service, eight of these be- 
ing in one regimeut. Truly this is a witbholding of 
responsibility until the incumbent has become too 
old to assume it. General officers should be retired 
comemeery, at 64 years of age, field officers at 62, 
captains at 60, and subalterns at 50. But the services 
of the officers of the retired list are still available 
fora period of warasan auxiliary staff when the 
active list is not sufficient, and thus their services 
are not lost to the Republic. 

No enlisted man should be detailed on any duty 
which will take him from his company except by 
the authority, at least, of his regimental commander, 
and when this officer is also the commander of the 

t at which the man is serving, then vy that of 

be Depa:rtment Commander, and when so detailed 

he should be excused from allarmed duty. I[f the 

duties of both soldier and laborer are attempted, 
neither can be well done. 

Officers as well as enlisted men should sei ve with 
the colors, and no officer should be detached from 
his legitimate duties except by direct order of the 
President, and then for purely military purposes, 
and any officer absent from his proper command, 
except when sick, under the cumulative leave sys- 
tem, or by order of the President, should suffer a re- 
duction of at least one-half of his pay. This measure 
would do very much toward restoring a proper spirit 
in the line; and fewer a far, would find 
their highest pleasure in detached service, and some 
of the carpet knights of Eastern society would be- 
come really efficient officers. 

A pbysical and professional examination should 
precede every promotion, at least cto the grade of 
field officer, and this professional examination 
should not be postponed until the eve of promotion, 
but be held at the pleasure of the Government after 
three years’ service in any grade. This for the 
reason that if promotion is to be denied any officer, 
he should know of it while still of an age which 
would allow him to make a career for himself in 
civil life, and all line officers who have been ac- 
tually engaged uncer fire in the service of the 
United States should be exempt from examination 
for the promotion next after such exposure. But it 
would be cruelty to subject officers of more than 20 
youre (as officers) to an examination. Such should 

field officers, or they should never be—and the 
last years of a man who has given 20o0f his best 
years to his country should not be embittered by 
such humiliation. 

Subalterns of the line should be required to serve 
at least six years with the colors, before being de- 
tached from them for any duty, and they should be 
promoted asare tbe captains, in the arm, and vot 
regimentally. 

Appointments from the line to the staff should be 
open to competition for the officers of the grade 
designated. 

Changes of station of enlisted men of the line, be- 
low the grade of sergeant, should not be made as 
changes of station simply. The officers and ser- 
geants should be changed as often as once in three 

ears, leaving the number and letter of their organ- 
zation behind them, to the incoming officers and 
sergeants. 

Officers absent from the colors for more than six 
months should lose their right to their stations or 
commands, and on their return to the colors should 
be reassigned. 

As the companies should be local in their origin, 
the regiment should be national, and no two com- 

nies from any one State should bein the same 

attalion. There can be no doubt that we should 
abolish the color line, and no longer have purely 
colored regiments in our Army. 

Other countries have generally given full recog- 
nition to measures for securing efficiency in their 
armies, and though we rallied tothe support of the 
flag years agone, those who must next time do this 
should have the assistance of a wore efficient force 
about which torally. Heretofore it has been fre- 
quently urged thatthe staff alone had the ear of 
Congress, and that the bone and sinew of the Army, 
who were bearing the heat and burden of the day, 
were too far away to be heard. This plan gives each 
gompeny of infantry (the backbone of the Army), 
1s own representation in ae. Will the busi- 
ness men of the country consider this question, and 
let their voices be heard through their representa- 
tives.

THe Ordnance Department of the Navy will 
shortly issue advertisements asking bids for sup- 
plying eight 16-inch gun latbes for the naval ord- 
nance foundry in the Washington Navy-yard. The 
new machinery and the increased experience of the 
workmen and ordnance officers have resuliedin a 
great saving to the Government, and the last lot of 
ten 6-inch breech-loading rifles just finished, cost 
$18,000 lees than the lot of ten finished before. It is 
estimated that when all the new machinery is in 
place guns can be turned out 33 per cent. cheaper 
than before. The capacity of the yard has increased 
so that no more outside contracts will have to be 
made, as guns can now be turned out faster than 
the one can be completed ready to receive them.

SeoreTary Tracy has ordered work to be sus- 
pended on the plans of the 7,500-ton ship to allow 
time for Congress to authorize her increase to an 
8,500 or 9,000-ton vessel.

The lines of her bull would be designed for great 
speed, and she would be given engines of from 13,000 
to 14,000 horse power, so as to drive her through the 
water at a maximum speed of from 20 to 21 knots an 
hour. lf this latter type is adopted, the weight of 
the vessel’s battery will be greatly reduced, and in- 
stead of four ll-inch guns her largest weapons will 
probably be two 10-inch guns.

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1889—A RETROSPECT. 

EIGHTEEN HUNDRED AND EIGHTY-NINE has been a 
busy year for both Army and Navy, and their 
march in the paths of improvement and efficiency 
has been steadily onward and upward. In January 
a revised edition of Blunt’s Manual for Small Arms 
practice, simplified in many respects, was issued, 
and the firing, competitions, etc., in the Army for 
1890 were conducted thereunder. The results have 
been highly satisfactory, as the reports we have 
published show. Next came the new regulations 
for the Army as to bakery, band and company 
funds, and these have been found to work satisfac- 
torily. Many abuses and complaints which crept in 
under the old system have entirely disappeared and 
many necessary articles heretofore virtually paid 
for by the soldiers themselves are now supplied by 
the Quartermaster’s Department. In February the 
canteen system was made general for the whole 
Army and is an assured success. The War Depart- 
ment means to have it universal and universal in 
due season it will be. 

Towards the end of February some excellent 
regulations were promulgated touching the practi- 
cal and theoretical instruction of the troops and 
other matters affecting the interior economy of the 
military service. In March was received the new 
edition of the Regulations, condensed and revised, 
and approved for the government of the Army Feb. 
9, 1889. They have been slightly amended in some 
particulars since issue, but take them for all in all 
they are satisfactory. In April we bad special in- 
structions looking to a more thorough sifting of re- 
cruits and in May revised regulations governing the 
status, etc., of enlisted men retired from active 
service under the act of Feb. 14, 1885. Several new 
posts have been established and progress made in 
the direction of concentration of troops, such as the 
generally peaceful state of affairs on our borders 
makes practicable. In June the President issued 
his orders doing away to some extent with Sunday 
morning inspection, which ceremony has for some 
years been the subject of correspondence and dis- 
cussion. Heavy artillery instruction has been pur- 
sued as never before and the Washington authorities 
are making strenuous efforts to place our forts in 
proper order for efficient instruction as well as for 
efficient defence. Signal instruction has received 
its modicum of attention, although now to the 
extent that some may have desired. 

The subject of desertion from the Army has re- 
ceived especial attention and the recruiting depots 
have been subjected to rigid overhauling, such as 
they have not had for years. 

The summer manoeuvres of the troops upon 
which Major-General Schofield lays much stress, 
have been faithfully executed, as witness the re- 
ports of operations at Camps Svhofield and George 
Crook, camp near Fort Grant, camps on the Little 
Missouri and near Lodge Pole Creek, Camp at 
Cayuse Station. etc. 

The Board of Ordnance and Fortification has 
been busy and made a good record of work. 

In October were issued revised regulations for 
the promotion of meritorious non-commissioned 
officers and in November came the popular order 
directing that taps should be sounded at 11 P. m. 

The Tactical Board has nearly finished its labors 
and soon we may expect the official promulgation 
of its work. 

The schools of the Army at West Point, Willets 
Point, Fort Monroe, Fort Leavenworth and Fort 
Riley, and those for the Navy at Annapolis and 
Newport and on board our training ships, have 
maintained their high reputation and as the years 
go on their usefulnéss increases. 

The year has been an eventful one for the Navy. 
A change of Administration has brought no change 
in the determination to pursue the work of provid- 
ing it with new and modern ships-of-war, and the 
first results thus far of this determination are 
shown in the organization of the Squadron of Evol- 
ution under Admiral Walker. The Navy seems at 
last to have awakened public opinion in its behalf, 
and there is every prospect that the work of re- 
construction will continue until we are able to 
make at least a respectable showing upon the sea. 
Hand in hand with the improvement of the material 
goes the work of reorganizing naval methods and 
increasing the efficiency of the Naval Administra 
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tion. New pay bills for petty officers and seamen 
have also been adopted, so far as they can be with- 
out the co-operation of Congress, and a vigorous 
effort will be made this winter to secure an increase 
in the number of enlisted men to accompany the 
increase in the number of ships. The first steps 
have been taken for the organization of a naval 
militia, the project for incorporating the Revenue 
Marine with the Navy is revived and there is 
promise of a more liberal policy at Washington in 
dealing with the subject of encouraging our mer- 
chant marine and placing within the reach of the 
Navy, for purposes of war, fast cruisers that may be 
made of use in time of peace for the pursuits of 
commerce. 

The disturbances in Hayti and Samoa have called 
for the services of our naval vessels during the year, 
and though melancholy recollections attend their 
experiences in the Pacific these have given oppor- 
tunity for a display of the qualities that command 
for the Service the respect and confidence of the 
country. 

Both Army and Navy have had their share in the 
celebration of the centennial of the establishment of 
our Government and the Army has, in- addition, 
rounded the first year of its existence as a distinct 
establishment. With the two Houses of Oongress 
in harmony with the President, for the first time in 
many years, we may hope fora unity of action at 
Washington which promises well for the two Ser- 
vices, if the discussion of the questions of tariff 
and Federal election laws do not absorb the entire 
attention of our legistators. 

The new year opens very auspiciously for the Navy. 
Two valuable vessels—Baltimore and Charles- 
ton—are added to its list, and within a fortnight or 
two both vessels will be in active service, the for- 
mer as flagship of the North Atlantic Squadron, the 
latter as flagship of the Pacific Squadron. The de- 
tails for both vessels, the greater portion of which 
has hitherto been announced in the JOURNAL, ap- 
pear in this week’s Naval Gazette. 

The Baltimore will go formally into commission 
at Philadelphia, Jan. 7, and within a few days 
thereafter, will proceed to Norfolk, where she will 
receive her 6-inch guns and otherwise be fitted out 
for sea service. 

The Charleston, although she went into commis- 
sion at the Mare Island, Cal., Dec. 26, will not have 
her full complement of officers and men before Jan. 
24. With these two additions the ships of all kinds 
in actual service, including the apprentice squad- 
ron, receiving ships, and those on special service 
number 44, less than 30 of which, however, are 
actually in serviceable condition. The ships of the 
new Navy in commission are the Dolphin, Chicago, 
Boston, Atlanta, Yorktown, Charleston, Baltimore, 
(Jan. 7) and the Petrel. Five more should, and 
probably will be added during the present year— 
the Philadelphia, San Francisco, Concord, Ben- 
nington and Vesuvius. 

lt ie gratifying to observe the various indications 
of a tendency to bring the two Services into closer 
relationship. First we are to have a uniform de- 
sign of flag, the War Department having agreed 
that the arrangement of the 42 stars proposed by 
the Navy Department is the best that could be 
made. Then the Navy, to be generous as well as 
wise, adopts the Army system of signaling; and 
now we have a joint board agreeing upon a modifica- 
tion of existing regulations on the subject of official 
courtesies between the Army and the Navy, with a 
view to perfectly harmonious relationship. As it 
is now, the Navy Regulations provide for a salute 
of twenty-one guns and the Army Regulations order 
one gun for each State, or just double the number. 
The Board have decided that the salutes should be 
uniform, and have referred to the two Secretaries 
the question as to what theyshould be. No doubt 
the twenty-one guns of the Navy will be agreed 
upon, for otherwise there is no telling where we are 
to stop if we keep on breeding States. The neces- 
sity for agreement between Army and Navy in the 
matter of salutes was especially emphasized upon 
the occasion of the celebration of the battle of 
North Point, Baltimore, last fall. So the question 
of uniformity was referred to two excellent repre- 
sentatives of the respective Services, Rear Admiral 
Greer and Major Royal T. Frank, and they have 
found no difficulty in reaching an understanding. 
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In these days of criticism upon our Army it is a 
pleasure to record so glowing a tribute tothe Mili- 
tary Service as that contained in the speech to the 
New Englanders by General Howard, of which we 
gave a portion last week. Oriticism may be whole- 
some for the Army, but it should not blind the 
country to the sterling merits of our soldiers. Just 
as more attention is given to the one lost sheep than 
to the ninety and nine that go not astray, so do the 
misdeeds of a single soldier attract more attention 
and comment than the unobtrusive practice of all 
the virtues by a whole battalion. Every one who 
knows our Army understands how many there are 
in its ranks whose devotion to duty, whose high 
sense of honor, whose manly character, entitle 
them to be classed with those of whom it is said : 
*‘Seest thou a man diligent in his business? he shal) 
stand before Kings: he shall not stand before mean 
men.” As the experiences of war are forgotten, 
men fail to realize the value of the military virtues 
and are more prone to lay undue stress upon what 
are, or what they imagine to be, military vices, 
“compounding with sins they are inclined to by 
damning those they have no mind to.” It is be- 
cause we realize this growing tendency that we are 
urgent that our Army should be at all times true to 
its highest standards, and that it should not in any 
measure relax the rigor of that soldierly sentiment 
holding the highest as well as the humblest to the 
strictest obligation of duty. 








GENERAL D. 8. Stanuey, U.S. A., in his recent 
annual report speaks well of the discipline of the 
troops in the Department of Texas; denies that 
there is any general spirit of discontent among the 
enlisted men, or any lack of kindly feeling between 
officers and men, or that there is any tyranny or 
unnecessary harshness exe-cised by officers in deal 
ing with thvir men. Recognizing that the entire 
cure of desertion is an impossibility, he suggests, 
as likely to abate the evil: first, make the eligible 
age of the recruit twenty-four years; secondly, give 
each recruit six months probation before admints- 
tering to him the oath, giving half pay and carry- 
ing the balance to the end of his third year; and, 
thirdly, prohibiting all officers from using a soldier 
for any menial service in any way or manner. As 
his reasons for these suggestions, General Stanley 
says: ‘‘ Young recruits are specially prone to de- 
sert, but after a young man has reached twenty- 
four years of age his mind is better settled upon 
the realities of labor and of life. As to the second 
proposition, a very large proportion of desertions 
occur 1n the first six monts of enlistment, simply 
because the recruit finds himself unsuited for the 
Army; and, thirdly, employing men even as grooms 
or helpers outside of the house raises a spirit of 
envy and discontent in a troop, battery, or com- 
pany. ‘These recommendations,” says the General, 
‘* may not be worth more than hundreds that have 
preceded them, but it would cost nothing to try 
them as compared to the pecuniary losses conse- 
quent upon desertion.” 








“Fark Piay” objects to the bill proposing to 
give general service clerks and messengers a retir- 
ing allowance of 75 per cent. of their pay as such, 
unless similar generosity is shown to retired staff 
sergeants. This reminds us of what an assistant 
adjatant-general once said to one of his clerks: 
‘Get all you can for yourself, but don’t try to ad- 
vance your case by belittling the case of some one 
else and drawing invidious comparisons. If you 
go to work in that way you will surely fail.’’ And 
he was right. 








Ir the numher of bills is any indication, there is 
to be a strong effort made to secure the enactment 
of a law to revive the grade of lieutenant-general. 
Two Senators and three or four members havg al- 
ready presented measures. There is little doubt of 
early and favorable action on the part of the Sen- 
ate, and with a favorable report from the House 
Military Committee, with whom the present head 
of the Army is very popular, there is reason to 
hope for like action from the lower House. 








Tae four Army plums of 1890, the paymaster 
generalship, Feb. 15; the quartermaster general- 
ship, June 16; the commissary generalship, July 1, 
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and the surgeon generalship, Aug. 16, are fast ap- 
proaching matur*y, and, if newspaper reports are 
to be believed, many mouths are watering for the 
luscious fruit.

WE are indebted to the courtesy of the War De- 
partment for the privilege of publishing entire the 
report made by Brigadier-General Wesley Merritt, 
of field instruction of troops in the Department of 
Missouri during the year just ended. Itis an ad 
mirable report, and one full of the lessons of practi- 
cal experience. Accompanying the report are 
forty field maps. These we shall reproduce and 
with them the report will occupy twenty four pages 
of the ARMy AND Navy JourNnaL. We shall issue 
it in instalments of four pages each. They will be 
printed separately from the rest of the paper, and 
paged from 1 to 24, so that they can be brought to- 
gether in consecutive order if that is desired. 








T. W. Caskey in alecture at Benham, Texas, on 
“The Inner Life of Jefferson Davis," said: “it issaid 
history repeats itself. If this be correct, then the tru- 
est instance of a repetition that I know of is the life of 
Jesus Christ repeated to a great extent iu the per- 
son of Jefferzon Davis." Mr. Caskey said that dur- 
ing his acquaintance of a half century with Mr. 
Davis, the latter never entered a saloon norallowed 
the mildest oaths to pass his lips, and was one of 
the most consistent Christians that ever breathed. 
Mr. Caskey will lecture through Texas this winter 
and will make a tour ot the Northern States during 
the coming summer. He says now that the illustri- 
ous man is dead aad cannot defend himself, he pro- 
poses to devote the rest of his life to showing to the 
world that Jefferson Davis was the greatest man 
that has lived since Jesus Christ. Mr. Caskey has 
undertaken a large contract. Perhaps he will com- 
mence bys showing the lines of parallelism between 
the life of Jefferson Davis and of Him who, when he 
was smitten on the right cheek turned the left also ; 
who stayed his hand when he might have escaped 
the humiliating death of the cross by calling twelve 
legions of angels to his defence, and who, when the 
foxes had holes and the birds of the air had nests, 
had not where to lay his head. lt needs no deprecia- 
tion whatever of Mr. Davis's undoubtedly high per- 
sonal character to say that this comparison of one 
whose consuming ambition was to found an earthly 
kingdom, with slavery for its cornerstone, with Him 
whose kingdom was not of this world, stops little, 
if any, short of blasphemy. The great-hearted 
American people forgave much to Jefferson Davis; 
they will not forgive the attempt of a foolish 
clergyman to transform bim into a saint because he 
neither drank nor swore. 





We observe that P. A. Paymaster Thomas J. 
Cowie bas folluwed the introduction of the resolu- 
tion of inquiry .-by Senator Chandler by a request 
that a Court be ordered to inquire into his actioa 
in connection with the preparation and advocacy 
of the bill introduced by Mr. Compton iato the 
House, Deo. 18, *‘ to reorganize and equalize the pay 
of the personnel of the Cuited States Navy, and for 
other purposes.”” Wedo not intend to pass judg- 
ment upon the course taken by Mr. Cowie to secure 
the attention of Congress to a measure which bas 
secured a more general support from the Navy thea 
any of the previous bills for equalizing rank and 
pay. He has simply done openly and above board 
what is constantly done in a less public manner, to 
influerce the action of legislative bodies. Ali the 
same, the course pursued by Mr. Cowie to secure 
the passage of bis measure promises to accomplish its 
defeat. The game of politics is one our officers do 
not understand, and it is best that they should not 
undertake to play it, for when they think they have 
the trick they will be sure to find a trump laid upon 
their ace. The attempt to use lobby influences of 
any sort is one that our officers should discourage, 
and contingent fees are always looked upon with 
distrust. 


TE promotion to captain of Thomas W. Lord 
was delayed by the unwillingness of Presideat 
Cleveland to take advantage of the act of Congress 
passed for his reliof. Mr. Cleveland was opposed 
to promoting officers about to be retired for dis- 
ability, and though he recognized the especial 
merit of this case, the most he could be persuaded 
to do was to permit the bill authorizing the promo- 
tion of Lieut. Lord to become a law without bis 
signature. We cannot say how far resident Hir- 
rison’s nomination of Capt. Lord was due to his dif- 
fering in opinion from his predecessor on the ques- 
tion of promoting disabled officers. 
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A Sn00nD COMPTROLLER does not, under our sys- 
tem, rank so high as a Secretary of War; but when 
it comes to a question of disbrrsing public money, 
he has the advantage of him every time. The dis- 
pute between the War Department and the Second 
Comptroller is the old story over again of the man 
who sat with his feet in the stocks while his legal 
friend argued with him that, under ‘the law, it was 
impossible to put him there. The Secretary of War 
quotes the opinion of the Court of Claimsin the 
cases of Surgeon Billings, Paymaster Smith and 
Lieut. Ray, to show that the Second Comptroller 
has po legal right to suspend payments uuthorized 
by the Secretary of War, as were those made to 
these officers and disallowed by the Comptroller. 
Mr. Gilkerson frankly admits that he does not 
agree with his predecessor, Mr. Maynard, in the 
opinion that these accounts were properly disal- 
lowed, but he comes practically to the same con- 
clusion, as he holds that he is estopped by the Stat- 
utes, and by the rules and regulations of the Treas- 
ury Department, from opening these cases. He in- 
sists tbat the Court of Claims cannot in such cases 
render any judgment, but can only report its opin- 
ion to the Department by which the case was trans3- 
mitted “for its guidance and action.” Judge Story, 
in his “Commentaries on the Constitution,” pointed 
out the serious dvfect of both Federal and State 
constitutions in failing to provide any means of en- 
forcing a just claim against the State, such as exists 
in Eogiand under what is called a petition of right 
to the Court of Chancery. ‘ Casesof the most cruel 
hardship and intolerable delay have,” said Judge 
Story, ‘already occurred in which meritorions 
creditors have been reduced to grievous suffering 
and sometimes to absolute ruin by tardiness of a 
juatice which has been yielded only after the hum- 
ble supplication of many years before the legisla- 
ture.” Such cases have multiplied since this was 
said. It was to prevent them that the Court of 
Claims was established 1n 1855. But Congress, jeal- 
ous of its prerogative of injustice, refused to grant 
this Court any power to enforce its judgments; so 
that hapless suitors are no better off than they were 
before. Congress and the Departments are prompt 
enough to accept and act upon the decisions of the 
Court when in favor of the Government, but from 
the first they have shown great unwillingness to 
give effect to the decisions of this tribunal when in 
favor of the claimant. Even a Cabinet officer, as 
it now seems, with the decision of the Court of 
Claims to sustain him, has not the power to overrule 
the decision of a subordinate officer of the Govern- 
ment in a matter concerning the administration of 
his own department. 











MaJsor GENERAL Wo. B. FRANKLIN, U.S. Com- 
missioner General to the Universal Exposition of 
1889, has sent to the Secretary of the Navy a highly 
complimentary report of the services of the Marine 
detachment which was assigned to the Commission. 
ln it the spirit of the old soldier and war command- 
er crops out, and he warmly thanks the Department 
for having added to the dignity and character of 
the representation of the United States by provid- 
ing him with “such excellent troops."’ The report 
will probably be published. Great credit is due to 
the commander of this detachment, Captain H. 
Clay Cochrane. He bas done his part with his little 
detachment to relieve the mortification experienced 
by Americans travelling abroad during the past 
year at a display elsewhere of unsoldierly quali- 
ties. A wrongisdone to the military service, an 
outrage inflicted upon Americans every where, when 
personal considerations are allowed to contro! the 
selection of a military attaché of any sort. We 
should either refuse to send officers abroad, or we 
should select those whose linguistic and other ac- 
quirements make their journey of use to the Service 
as a whole, and nota mere occasion for obtaining 
an agreeable outing at the expense of the Govern- 
ment. 





Tue Lexington (Ky.) Press, referring to the re- 
commendation that a ten-company cavalry post be 
established in the neighborhood of that city, says: 
“There has long been a growing wish in the Army 
that a breeding farm, similar to one in France, 
should be established and maintained somewhere in 
this country. With our reputation asthe best dis- 
trict in the world for breeding horses, the chances 
are that whenever this project becomes a reality it 
would be located here, if we now secure the cavalry 
post. This subject should be considered from a 
practical and not a sentimental standpoint. To se- 
cure this post means thousands of dollars annually 
expended in our midst; it means a home market for 
horses and provender for their keep, and for the 
hundreds of urtieles required to supply the sol- 
diers.” 








THe question pending for some menths as to 
whether a cadet dismissed from the Naval Aca- 
demy is eligible for appointment to the Military 
Academy, has been decided in the affirmative. The 





party concerned, Clarence BE. Long, 21st Obio Dis- | 
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trict, has received, through his representative, a 
nomination to West Point as a Christmas present. 
Tt was at first determined by the Secretary of War 
to refuse the request, but as the member of Con- 
gress agreed to be responsible for the young man’s 
moral character, the Department yielded and the 
appointment was issued. 








A WASHINGTON despatch of Dec. 29 says: ‘** Diplo- 
matic circles are very much excited over a rumor 
of the dissolution of the kingdom of Korea, and its 
rehabilitation as an absolutely dependent province 
of China. The present state of affairs is said to have 
been brought about by the machinations of Li 
Hung Chang, the shrewd and far-seeing viceroy of 
China.”

FORT D. A. RUSSELL, WYO. 


DECEMBER 23, 1889. 


AN entertainment was given on Saturday evening by 
some of the officers and ladies of Fort Russeli. 1t was suc- 
cessful both socially and tinancially, the beneficiaries being 
the Episcopal Courch and oe School. The entertain- 
ment consisted of music by the 17th Infantry Band, under 
the leadership of Prof. Neski, tableaux, a very amusing 
pantomime, and Jean [ngelow’s * Soags of Seven,” recited 
and illustrated.

RECENT DEATHS. 


A CABLEGRAM was received at the Navy Depart- 
ment, January, announcing the death of Command- 
er Wm. S. Dans, of pneumonia, which occurred at 
Paris, France, Jan. 1, while he was returning home 
from a short leave of absence. He was the young- 
est son of Richard P. Dana, of New York. He en- 
tered the Naval Academy from New York, Oct. 25, 
1859, graduated in 1863, and was promoted to Ensign 
on Oct. Lof the same year. He was an officer of 
the Hartford, the flagship of Farragut in Mobile 
Bay, and was thanked by the Admiral in special or- 
ders for conspicuous gallantry on that occasion. 
Since the war he had served on the European, Asi- 
atic, South American and West Indian stations. He 
was promoted Commander, Sept. 14, 1881. Com- 
mander Dana was a brother-in-law of General Hg- 
bert L. Viele. 


Mrs. Mrs, the wife of Lieut. Stephen C. Mills, 
12th Inf., whose sad death we recorded last week, 
was a lady well knowr in Army circles. Mrs. Mills 
was born at ft.Ontario,Oswezo,and had been station- 
ed with her father, Gen. O. B. Willcox, and husband 
at many posts. She accompanied her husband to 
Gibraltar, the Coast of Africa, and finally the Can- 
ary Islands, for the benefit of his health. She her- 
self had never been so well as when they left 
Amer’ca last summer, sailing from New York with 
bright anticipations of the complete restoration of 
her husband’s heultb, and of exquisite enjoyment 
of the famous climate and scenery of the “ Mor- 
tunate Isles.”’ For many years Mrs. Mills had strug- 
gled against admonitory symptoms of a lung 
disease, but, with great resolution and courage, she 
devoted herself to the care of her father’s young 
family after the loss of their mother, and after- 
wards to the acquisitions of‘art and literature. 
In pursuit of art, which she set out to follow asa 

rofession, she spent several years in Paris, New 
York, and Washington. Hers was a bright, suony 
spirit. Few more accomplished or fascinating 
women have been known in the Army or 1n Ameri- 


can society. With all tbe graces inherited 
from her mother, she derived from _. her 
grandmother, Mrs. Chancellor Farnsworth, 
of Michigan, a fine taste for art and the 


elegance of life, as well as conversational and 
intellectual powers of a high order. Tributes 
to her memory from friends and acquaintances 
have been pouring into the hands of ner family 
ever since her death was published in these columns. 
Let us hope that her memory will not soon be for- 
gotten, and that her :nourning father and husband 
may feel whatever comfort may be drawn from 
the fact that so many share their grief. It will not 
seem strange, but we have learned that in her final 
and very painful illness from acute tuberculer 
peritonitis she evinced her usual bravery and un- 
szifishness, and seemed to think only of those she 
was leaving.

THE NAVAL LYCE®M PROPERTY. 


WITHIN the last few days all the property belongin 
tothe Brooklyn Naval Lyceum at the Waves 





bas been removed and packed up ready for ship-" 


ment to the Naval Academy at Annapolis. The 
Lyceum was a regularly incorporated institution, 
but had outlived its usefulness. Tho few remaining 
mem bers revognized this fact, and not long ago met 
r. nd — to donate all their property to the 
Academy. 

in the talk with Comar. Edward Hooker, a retired 
officer of the Navy, and from other sources, a re- 
porter of the World was able to gleau much that is 
of interest with regard to the Lyceum. 

The original incorporators of the Lyceum are all 
dead, but there are three living who were among 
the first to hecome members. These are Commo- 
dore Joseph B. Hull, who is now about 90 years of 
age; Medical Director Smith, and Admiral Me- 
lancton Smith. Nathing of importance has been 
added to the library or museum for several years, 
and the membership became smaller and smaller, 
aod unable to keep the institution running. 

The library consisted of about 2,500 volumes. 
almost entirely on naval science acd naval matters. 
There were English naval works of 200 and 300 years 
ago, and which are now very rare. here 
were some interesting old maps, and every official 
book which has been published anywhere on Arctic 
exploration. The oil portraits included life-size busts 
busts of Commo. Bainbridge, Commo. Perry, of Lake 
Erie fame, and Commo. Perry, of Japan fame. There 
was an engraved portrait ot Napoleon Bonaparte, 
which is now very rare, and is said to be one of the 
finest likenesses of him in existence. 

In the cases were mauy Indian relics in the shape 
of weapons. There were some interesting speci- 
mens irom the South Sea Islands, and there were 
also several Egyptian mummies. There were 
models of most of the old ships of the United States 
Navy, and a piece of the cable which was stretched 
across the North River during the Revolutionary 
War to prevent Sritish ships goiag up the stream. 








Tue Athenians were probably the greatest naval 
power inall antiquity. Themistocles had the sa- 
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gacity to discern the wonderful influence and con- 


trolling ascendency of naval power. It 1s stated by 
Diodorus Sicilus, that he persuaded the Athenians 
to build 20 new ships every year. He established the 
Pirseus asa great commercial emporium and arse- 
nal for Athens, and the cultivation of her naval su- 
riority and glory was his favorite policy; for he 
eld the proposition which Pompey afterwards 
adopted, that the people who were masters of the 
sea would be masters of the world.—Chancellor Kent.
